That he bad been a National So- 
clalist himself, made it impossible to 
dismiss him as a sub-human product 
of the Welmar Republic; ‘that he had 
served In the War asa U-bont com- 
mander, invalidated ‘the accusation 
most often levelled against opponents 
of the regime—of having basely pro- 
moted Germany's defeat. “We must,” 
he insisted, as. St. Peter hod in a 
comparable , situation, “obcy God 
rather thon Man,'? and warned his 
congregation ogainst falling in with 
ithe tendency to “honour Hitler in a 
way that 1s due to God only;” when 
ithe young argued.--“To ~serve -Hitter 
ig to serve Germany, to serve Gere 
many fs to serve God,” they, were 
guilty of blasphemy. q

Effects Of Wor 

‘The Impact of the war In Europe Is 
beginning to tell on a large section 
of the Colony’s manufacturing indus 
tries such as cotton goods, shirts and 
singlets, rubber wares ond shoes, 
cusmetica and electric torches and 
batteries, mainly due to increasin 
cost of imported raw materials 
transport. Any further encumbrance 
which a new impost such as Income 
Tnx may impose upon those Indus- 
tries may compel them_{o move out 
of the Colony,: What I ask fs that 
the Government should not muke it 
more diMcult for these industries to 
carry on {f It can possibly help it. 

In the matter of Exchange Control 
the Government has recognised 
Colony'’s peculiar’ position and was 
quite right in applying special treat- 
ment to solve that problem. It is 
therefore logical that on the question 
of taxation, we are entitled to similar 
special considerations bearing in 
mind that any form of taxation 
which would tend to drive capital 
and industries away from: this Colony 
should be avolded aos far as possible. 

At the present stage when full de- 
tatls of the proposed Income Tax are 
not yet available to the Public, I 
would only add that Income Tnx, 
being in reality not a'simple Tax 
but-a-complex- system: of-taxation,-Is 
not a desirable form: of taxation for 
this Colony. . 

There have, been many proposals 
put before:the Government as alter- 
native methods for raising the neces 
sary revenue for the war budget.

Al the end of 1037 smallpox had 
begun to attain cpidemie proportions 
and the number of cases notified: in- 
creased rapidly in the carly part-of 
the year, reaching u.maximuin = in 
March, The last ens: of thts series 
was notified in July and by the end 
of that month the disease had diet 
out, . . 


Cholera occurred in Hongkong in 
1930, the first case being notified on 
May 25. The disease was not os 
wide-spread as in 1997, thanks In 
part to tho rigorous measures of con 
trol which were adopted, In part tu 
the fact that’ the disense was cx- 
pected ond everything was in 
readiness to combat an outbreak, 

These ‘were the two major
